Richard Adams was the officer who 


summoned the two men to court, and 
immediately after he presented them 
with bar subpoenas, both men armed 
themselves and returned 
to Adams' 


beat on Thirteenth street, near where 
Adams was standing-. The elder White 
deliberately 
leveled 
a 
Winchester 


and 
shot 
Adams 
just 
above 


.the 
heart, killing ' him 
almost 


instantly. 
Officer William .Taekson, 


who was patrol ing the adjoining beat, 
heard the shot and rao. to the scene. 
Me was met by both the Whites, who 
bega.n firing on him as he turned the 
corner from First avenue. He was 
shot four times but lived until 7 o'clock 
Wednesday night. 
After the com- 


mission of these cold murders the 
two men walked leisurely up First 
avenue to their home on Sixteenth 
street, where Officer Charles Roberts 
went to arrest them. In answer to his 
knock upon the door Roberts received 
a bullet from 
White's Winchester, 


through the stomach. He staggered 
to the street mortally wounded and at 
this hour though alive no hope is enter- 
tained for his recovery. 


By the time the third policeman had 


fallen a crowd of over 500 armed men 
had arrived on the sceae and the mur- 
derer's house was surrounded. Tom 
Jackson, marshal of Girard, and Zeno 
Pickett an ex-policeman of this city, 
volunteered to bring him out of his 
house. 
The officers followed them, 


and the crowd charged upon the house, 
firing hundreds of bullets into the 
windows 
and 
doors. 
When 
the 


fusilade ceased Jackson and Pickett 
forced open the 
door, 
whereupon 


White began firing upon them. 
The 


two men rushed in upon him and after 
shooting him a half dozen times drag- 
ged him into the air. 
Immediately af- 


ter delivering- White's body to the 
crowd, Pickett fell to the sidewalk 
from injuries and is believed to be 
mortally wounded. He was taken tc 
a near-by house where he is si ill quar- 
tered and lies in a critical condition. 
There is a faint hope for his recovery. 


The young White escaped from the 


house and crossed the river near-by in- 
to Alabama, where he was captured 
Wednesday nig-ht at 10:30 o'clock by 
Officers Osbornc and Threllkeld, of this 
city. 
He was brought to this place 


and locked in jail. It is believed he 
will be lynched.

Selfvidgc, now 150 miles away, will 
come to her assistance. The British 
fleet will, no doubt, be near at hand to 
back up the American commander if 
occasion arises. 


From the highest authority it is 


learned that the powers have agreed 
to the programme and not only will 
offer no objection or resistance to the 
entrance of the Bancroft to the Golden 
Horn, but will aid her if necessary. 


Capt. liellcnap, of the Bancroft, on 


receiving Mr. Terrell 011 board, is to 
sail for Constantinople, and pass the 
Dardanelles no matter what may hap- 
pen. 
Minister Terrell is to take up hia 


residence on board tho vessel, which 
will become the otlicial guardship of 
the United States. 


The ship will proceed to Chanak. No 


formal request is to be made for the 
privilege of entering the sea of Mar- 
-= 


mora, and no opportunity will be 
given the porte to exercise the power 
of denial. •. The report that a 
firman 


had been refused 
to the ollicers in 


Constantinople is inaccurate, as no au- 
thority has been sought recently, and 
none will be. The statement from 
Minister Terrell will be positive, and 
will leave no grounds for discussion of 
the subject. 


The advices from Minister Terrell 


have lately been of such a character 
that there has appeared no better plan 
to pursue than the one which would 
place the Bancroft, tho armed repre- 
sentative of tho government, in the 
Golden Horn. 


It is not expected the Turkish author- 


ities, on learning the purpose of Minis- 
ter Terrell, will resist forcibly the ap- 
proach of the Bancroft to their capital. 
Naval otlicers and diplomats in Wash- 
ington do not look for any active hos- 
tility. 
They expect that the Turk- 


ish displeasure, if evinced 
at all, 


will find expression in the convention- 
al firing of a Dardanelles gun across 
the' bow of the Bancroft. This will 
answer the purpose of advising the 
Bancroft's commander that he is en- 
croaching iipon forbidden waters, and 
that persistence is at his risk, and the 
responsibility of his government. 


The present plan was not devised 


and adopted on the responsibility of 
this government alone. It is known to 
have the sanction, if not the practical 
support, of 
the European 
powers, 


which are concerned in the Turkish 
question. 
The Russian government 


even has given its consent. 


This circumstance is important in 


the extreme. 
It has a significance be- 


yond the simple'indorsement of the 
foreigners. 
Many of the ships of the 


European navies are assembled 
at 


Smyrna. They have no right, and evi- 
dently will not pretend to pass the 
Dardanelles. 
They will, however, be 


within »»»nvenient call, and an attack 
upon the Bancroft would surely lead 
to action. 
The United States ships 


would engage the Turkish 
fortifica- 


tions without delay, although this 
government's entire naval force in the 
Mediterranean is not formidable. 


This will not be the first time an 


American ship has broken through the 
Turkish lines. 


According to the Berlin treaty, sub- 


sequently modified, but not substan- 
tially, each of the powers is allowed 
one small war vessel (six guns being 
the limit) in the Golden Horn, for the 
protection of foreign residents. No 
larger war vessel can pass the Dar- 
danelles without the assent of the 
porte. 


The United States was not a party to 


this European convention, and there- 
fore need not ask the porte's approvaL

"A gentleman from Nebraska told 


me," said Mr. Howell, "that Bryan 
could not carry his own state." I re- 
plied: "If fifty-cent wheat has not 
brought the farmers of Nebraska to 
their senses this year, twenty five cent 
wheat will bring them to their senses 
four years hence." The farmers of 
Nebraska are awake to their interests, 
however, and will give Mr. Bryan an 
overwhelming majority. 


Mr. Howell showed there had not been 


an overproduction of silver, considered 
either from the standpoint of popula- 
tion or of the growth of other lines of 
wealth or of the relative production of 
gold. 
"During the first ten years of 


this century the ratio of production by 
weight of silver to gold was 52 to 1. 
Free coinage of both metals, however, 
was maintained in France at the ratio 
of 15.5 to 1, and the average ratio of 
bullion value during the same period 
was 16.6 to 1. Since silver was de- 
monetized the average ratio by weight 
of production has been just about 16 
to 1, but the ratio of commercial value 
has broken away from its former sta- 
bility until inj!894 it stood at 82 to 1. 
This change in the relative commercial 
value of the metals was caused by the 
demonetization of silver. It will be 
cured by its remonetization. 


"The Republicans, by their plat- 


form, admit the necessity of a return 
to bimetallism, but insist that the ex- 
isting standard must be maintained 
until an international agreement can 
be secured. The American farmer has 
endured the single gold standard as 
long as he can. 
Relief mast not be 


postponed or it will be too late." The 
Republican position in this matter re- 
minded the speaker of an Irishman in 
his town in Montana who was nomi- 
nated for coroner, and being very anx- 
ious to be elected, had a lot of cards 
printed with this legend: "If you 
want a fair shake after you are dead, 
vote for Tim Flannigan for coroner." 


Mr. Howell read the following letter 


from Senator Sherman to Emmet Rit- 
tenhouse, to show the utter helpless- 
ness of the Republicans to furnish the 
relief which they arejpromising to the 
people: 


"Mansfield, O., Sept. 22, 1806. 


Dear Sir:—The only way in which 


a Republican administration can cor- 
rect the evils of the past is by increas- 
ing the revenue by a new tariff law, 
and this, I fear, is not practicable.

AT HEADQUARTERS. 


"The total money of the United 


States in circulation oil July 1, 18i)G, 
amounted 
to $1,510,000,000. 
The 


bank deposits of the United States 
amount to §5,000,003,000. How are 
the banks of the United States to pay 
off five billions of deposits with only 
one aud a half billions in money? If 
all depositors were to call for their 
money, the entire amount of money in 
circulation would pay off less than one- 
third of the deposits, leaving the own- 
ers of the other two-thirds, §3,500,000,- 
000, without a cent. 


"A friend said to me: "We don't 


need much cash, if only we have con- 
fidence." But the banks are carrying 
this confidence game entirely too far. 
I understand that bank depositors in 
your own community have lost about a 
million dollars through the failure of 
banks. 
When bank depositors call for 


their funds, what they want is not con- 
fidence, but cash. 


"All other nations of the world 


could 'dump' their euirte stocks of sil- 
ver npon the United States, and we 
would then have just about enough 
money to cover our uncovered bank 
deposits. There is no danger of their 
doing it, however, since it would leave 
all of them with insufficient money 
and some of them with > non.e at all. 
Tho demand for new money in the 
United States is practically unlimited. 


"The owner of gold dust or bullion 


can take the same to a mint of the 
United States and have the same coined 
into money without cost. This is the 
free coinage of gold. Where this privi- 
lege is granted to gold alone, it is 
termed gold monometallism. Under

prices during that period was only 
about 18 per cent. 
Society took up the 


may be used in making money, such as 
paper, copper, nickel or silver, but if 
gold alone is freely coined, it is the 
only primary money, the only ultimate 
measure of value. 


"Prior to 1873, tho owner of silver 


bullion also could take the same to a 
mint of the United States and have it 
coined into legal tender money at the 
ratio of 16 to 1 of gold. 
This system 


was bimetallism. 
There were then 


two standards of value. 
When one 


metal showed a tendency to appreciate, 
the burden of paying debts fell upon 
the cheaper metal, thereby increasing 
the demand for that metal, and lessen- 
ing the demand for the more valuable 
metal. 
In this way the automatic bal- 


ance between the two metals was main- 
tained. 


"Senator Sherman said, in a speech 


delivered in the senate" in August. 1803, 
that he was a bimetallist, because he 
believes in freely coining gold and in 
coining silver in restricted quantities 
and maintain the parity of tho silver 
coin with gold by the fiat of the gov- 
ernment. 
This is gold monometallism 


slightly disguised for the purpose of 
deluding tho people. 
Under such a 


system silver is only a money material, 
similar to paper, but much more ex- 
pensive. Gold remains the only real 
or primary money, and the value of all 
money will then depend ou the supply 
of gold in tho world. 


"About sis hundred years befpre 


Christ there was a financial crisis in 
Greece. 
Tho Thetes, the farm tenants 


and laborers of that day, were burden 
with debts which they could not pay. 
The little farms of Attica were thickly 
dotted with the stone pillars which 
betokened mortgages, inscribed with 
the name of the lender and the amount 
of the. loan. 
Many such debtors had 


been sold into slavery to pay their 
debts, while others had fled from the 
country to escape their creditors. The 
discontent of people had grown intense, 
and the country was on the verge of 
revolution. 


"At this crisis, Solon came into 


archonship, or presidency of the conn- 
try. 
His first law forbade tho taking 


of the person of the debtor in satisfac- 
tion of tho debt and swept the mort- 
gage pillars from the farms. He then 
decreed a recoinage of the money of the 
realm by which the amount of silver 
in the drachma was reduced 27 per 
cent., so that 100 of the new coins 
were equivalent to 73 of the old. 


"We can imagine the bankers of 


Athens denouncing Solon and decrying 
the 
"dishonesty 
of 
73 per cent, 


drachma," but if they did, Solon did 
not. heed them. The measure was en- 
tirely successful. 
Prosperity again 


shone upon the fair land of Greece, 
and the name of Solon has come down 
the ages as that of a wise law-giver. 


"If Solon were now President of the 


United States, he would find a condi- 
tion of things existing among laborkig 
and producing classes similar to tnat 
which existed in Attica 594 K. O. We 
need a Solon in the Presidential chair. 
Of course it would not be possible for 
him to arbitrarily remove the morfc 
gages which blanket tho farms of 
America.

The latitude- which may be observed 


now in the dress of the clergy of all 
denominations is one among the many 
signs of the modern liberal tendencies. 
At present it seems to be almost wholly 
a question of personal taste as to 
whether or not a minister when not 
in the pulpit shall wear distinctly cler- 
ical clothes. 
Years ago, when 
the 


lines between the different sects were 
much more sharply drawn, it would 
have been considered a remarkable de- 
parture, significant of its immediate 
conversion to Anglicanism or even to 
Romanism, for a Baptist, Methodist or 
Presbyterian minister to dou the regu- 
lation dress of the Episcopal clergy. 
Now the wearers of the cassock vest, 
the clerical frock coat with its standing 
collar, and the round liuen'collar open- 
ing at the back, are to be 
counted 


among pastors of all 
denominations. 


At a Methodist conference held in the 
spring several of the men present were 
dressed in extreme clerical style. A 
leading tailor in Broadway said 
the 


other day that he made the Episcopal 
garb for a great many Presbyterian 
ministers. The climax of novelty seems 
to have been reached when a Unitarian 
clergyman appears in full 
clericals. 


The gentleman in question goes so fat- 
as to wear the Roman turn-down collar, 
with the "rabbi" or bib-like attach- 
ment of cloth in front, instead of the 
•plain, single band of the Anglican style. 


But there is an opposite side to the 


.matter. 
While ministers in general 


are practically free now to adopt 1he 
distinctive "uniform" if they desire, 
they are also quite at liberty to wear 
clothes exactly similar to those of any 
ordinary citizen, of whatever color or 
cut may suit their fancy. Hence it has 
come about that the old-time Prince Al- 
bert coat and white tie, which used to 
be the certain signs of the evangelical 
preachers a few years ago, are now 
comparatively 
seldom seen. 
Those 


which still exist are confined chiefly to 
the older men, who find it hard to de- 
part from life-long conventions, and to 
country pastors, among whom changes 
in fashion arc long in making them- 
selves felt. If a minister to-day does 
not choose to odopt the Episcopal dress 
he usually wears an ordinary suit, mak- 
ing no attempt at any half-way dis- 
tinction. 


Even in the Episcopal church there 


are some clergymen, though they are 
decidedly in the minority as yet, who 
prefer not to be known as such by their 
clnthes. When engaged in any outdoor 
pastime in the country they put on ap- 
propriate costumes, such as bicycle or 
golf suits, or light flannels. It is the 
opinion of clergymen who dislike the 
"uniform" idea that they lose influ- 
ence with a large class of people by 
placing themselves apart, and, as 
it 


were, 
advertising 
their 
profession. 


Those who favor the clerical dress con- 
tend, on the other hand, that the minis- 
try is a profession which ought to be 
distinguished from all others, and be- 
lieve that the significant costume goes 
far toward claiming the respect of the 
general public. 


The changes in the dress of clergy- 


men when in the pulpit have been less 
marked. In the Koman Catholic and 
Episcopal churches the preacher is ab- 
solutely required to wear 
a 
certain 


prescribed garb. 
This for 
Episco- 


ulians consists of the long, black cas- 
ock, moderately tight-fitting under- 
eath, :md the white surplice above, 
'he stole, a long silk or satin band, 
ymbolizing the yoke of the gospel, is 
vom over both shoulders, the ends 
ailing down in front. In the Presby- 
erian church the wearing of the "black 
Geneva gown is optional, but. judging 
rom what the makers of these articles 
ay, the use of them is certainly not on 
he decrease. The gown worn by Luth- 
•ran preachers differs slightly in cut 
'rom the Geneva pattern, but bears a 
general resemblance to it. 
Baptist 


clergymen do not 
ordinarily 
Wear 


•owns when preaching, but when an 
mmersion is to take place a garment 
called a baptismal gown js putor~ The 
iemand for these appears to be fully as 
strong as ever. 


The business of manufacturing cler- 


ical clothing and vestments is one en- 
:irely separate from ordinary tailoring. 
Some clothing establishments and cus- 
tom tailors, it is true, do a. good deal 
of this kind of work, but special men 
^ave to be employed for it, and it be- 
comes a department by itself. 
In addi- 


tion to these there are several houses 
in this city which exist solely for the 
clerical trade, and make no other kind 
of clothing.—X. Y. Times.

The Desperadoes Coolly Kob » Bank—In 


the Meantime the Hullding W»» Sur- 


rounded by Citizens—A Desperate 


Battle Then Takes Place. 


MREKEK, Col., Oct 15.—One of the 


most desperate battles was fought on 
the streets of this town Wednesday 
between men who robbed the bank of 
Meeker and the citizens, and Wednes- 
day night three robbers laid on cooling' 
boards in the morgue and three citi- 
zens were wounded by the thieves be- 
fore they bit the dust The dead: Geo. 
Harris, Charles Jones, William Smith. 


The robbers entered the town from 


the north, mounted, and proceed to the 
bank without any attempt at conceal- 
ment. The bank is located in a gen- 
jeral store, one of the largest of the 
trading houses in this section of the 
country. They stepped quickly into 
the room, two of them remaining- in 
front of the apartment, while one of 
them approached the bank window 
where the cashier was engaged in 
conversation 
with 
a 
depositor, 


and 
brushing 
him 
aside 
they 


thrust 
a 
revolver 
in 
his 
face. 


The man dodged 
and 
the sound 


of a pistol shot caused the cashier to 
raise his hands. Then the two men in 
the center of the room commanded 
everybody to hold up their hands or 
die. 
Cashier Aloulton then 
opened 


the 
doors of 
the 
safe 
at 
the 


point of the revolver, and the contents 
of the strong box were removed, after 
which the robbers took all the fire 
arms, in the possession of the men in 
the store and then forced them to 
leave by a rear door, where they had 
hitched their horses. 


As they stepped through the door it 


•was to find that the building- had been 
surrounded by the townspeople, who 
were aroused by the shots, and the al- 
ternative of surrendering or fighting 
it out was presented to them. 
They 


raised their revolvers and commenced 
to fire immediately. Then commenced 
one of the most desperate battles. 
Bullets cut the air, penetrating the 
buildings and 
sailed through 
the 


crowd. 


The first shot of the fusilade was 


fired at Deputy Sheriff William Clark. 
The bank officers and those in the store 
broke for cover. Guns were distrib- 
uted among them and the robbers, 
finding themselves alone, opened fire, 
shooting at everybody in sight 
Then 


the people of the town commenced 
their work, and in less time thau it 
takes to tell it, about one hundred 
shots were fired and three men fell to 
the floor. 
: The robbers fell still defiant and 
firing. 
Two of them died in an in- 


stant, their skulls split, their hearts 
pierced and their bodies penetrated by 
rifle balls. 
One of the men, who gave 


his name as Harris, lived for an hour, 
and gave the names of his pals as 
stated above. 
The names are un- 


doubtedly assumed, 
but 
the man 


who gave 
his 
name 
as 
Harris, 


died 
with 
the 
secret 
of 
their 


identity—loyal to the last to his part- 
ners in crime. .Tones and Harris were 
literally riddled with bullets, and that 
Harris lived so long is remarkable. 
There were perhaps 100 men in the 
•vicinity of the place at the time, but 
wounds received were slight 'Die rob- 
bers managed to empty their revolvers, 
putting up one of the gamcst fights 
ever recorded in criminal annals.

A natural cause would'be the failure 


of our soil to yield sufficient food to 
sustain our people, famine would re- 
sult and a financial panic would be a 
natural consequence.

of money be one dollar or $40 directly 
concerns our w'elfare and determines 
whether we are to be freemen or slaves. 


The following resolution of (he Penn- 


sylvania republican convention of 1S95 
is in point here: 


"We, the republicans of Pennsylvania 


In convention assembled, repeat for the 
regulation and government of the national 
currency 
the 
following 
principles o£ 


finance, which were announced to us at 
our last state convention, and which since 
then have received the overwhelming ap- 
proval of our citizens: 
" 'We favor the expansion of the circu- 


lating medium of the country until the 
same shall amount to $40 per capita of our 
population.' " 


The farmers also, through their Na- 


tional alliance, have repeatedly de- 
manded a circulating medium of $50 
per capita, to keep pace with our re- 
quirements. 


If our soil yie.lcls us sufficient for our 


needs, and representing that need is 
a small volume of money, a panic is the 
result and distress is general. 


This is an artificial panic, and the 


gainers under such a stute of affairs 
arc the few who become noblemen or 
masters, and the sufferers are the 
many who, through long continuation 
of such a system, become slaves. 


Now, 
let me call your attention to 


some figures. 


The volume of gold and silver in the 


world is estimated at $7,000,000,000, 
about equally divided between the two 
metals. 


If, as the gold men fear, America 


shall be deluged by a flood of silver, let 
u5 see what that flood would amount to 
in the event of the fulfillment of their 
prophecy. 


If the entire world's stock of silver 


dollars (3,500,000,000) were exchanged 
for American labor and products, how 
much would we get? Fifty dollars per 
capita, or a mere trifle more than the 
volume of money France employs to- 
day—a country possessing about one- 
tenth of onr area. 


Just thin^of it! To accomplish such 


a result we must deplete the treasuries 
of every country upon the face of the 
globe! France must yield to us one- 
half of its specie wealth and contract 
its volume of money correspondingly. 
Mexico, China and India must surren- 
der their all, and thereafter do business 
upon some other basis thsn a specie 
one. 


Yet, 
this is the dire prediction of the 


gold standard advocates in the evenl 
of the United States adopting bi- 
metallism. 


Do you believe such a result wouk 


follow our return 1o a bimetallic poli- 
cy? And, if you do, would yon not be 
quick to vote for a financial policy that! j,'miso 
would practically give to us one-half 
Ihf? specie wrnlih of (he world? 


I.ct us examine into oiir stock of 


gold. There are no available proofs 


1 that we possess a gold stock of ?330,- 


I 900,000, or five dollars per capita. But, 
for argument sakf, 1 will admit of such 
a stock on hand. 


If, as the bankers of the country 


•Jk'uiaml, we destroy our 
greenbacks 


iind treasury notes, and if, as Seerolary 
Carlisle says, silver dollars are redeem- 
able in gold, and to prevent the endless 
chain performance, which we are al- 
ways subjected to, we also supplantour 
silver dollars with bonds, we find our- 
selves dependent upon our gold slock of 
money or a per capita of iive dollars, 
about the same as now employed by 
those enlightened 
countries, Spain, 


Portugal, Italy and Mexico. 


Would you, with your eyes open, vote 


for such a policy? 
And yet this is 


what confronts us if the gold standard 
prevails. 


To prevent such degradation our only 


present alternative is bimetallism. 


The government, statistics give ns 


$21 per capita, and the great press of the 
or mi try refer with great gusto to that 
magnificent (!) showing, one-half of 
what little France enjoys. 


They do not tell us, however, that the 


500,000,000 and odd silver dollars which 
jo to make up the per capita were only 
secured to ns after a fierce resistance 
from the gold advocates and a most 
determined fight on the part of the 
friends of silver. Had the gold men 
been victorious in that contest, our 
per capita would have been reduced at 
least seven dollars. 


Nor do the united money advocates 


refer, at this time, to the fact that 
it was through their efforts that the 
Sherman law, which added $150,000,000 
to our volume of money, was repealed. 


Neither do they (just before the elec- 


tion) demand the retirement of the 
$3-50,000,000 United States greenbacks, 
which would reduce our volume of 
money to that extent. Not any of these 
facts do they tell you at this time be- 
cause they fear that you may get on to 
the system they propose establishing 
to enslave you in the event of their be- 
ing successful in November. 


If this outfit of labor oppressors ever 


made one prediction which came true, 
some slight credence might be placed 
in a statement from them at this crit- 
ical time. 


Let us see. Were they right when, 


through their secretary of the treasury, 
John Sherman, they exacted of Presi- 
dent Ha3'es a veto of the P-land-Allison 
bill?
